Florida Teacher - 
Standings On 
Upward Increase 


More than 15,000 of the 
state’s 17,760 teachers will be 


college graduates when schools || 


open in September. 

State School Supt, Thomas 
D. Bailey has estimated that 
84.78 of the teachers in Florida 
schools will hold teaching cert- 
ificates based on four-year col- 
lege degrees or better. That 
compares with 73.4 percent in 
1947-48 and only 62 percent in 
145446—before the state adopted 
a policy of giving counties more 
money for employing better 
trained teachers. 

A national school survey 
ows Florida ranking 8th in 
the nation in the number of 
teachers with college degrees. 

Bailey reported complete sat- 
isfaction with the results of the 
stat "learn more, earn more” 
pay provisions under the Min- 
imum Foundation Program. He 
said Florida will soon have the 
best qualified and highest 
trained teachers in the nation. 

"That's what we need if we 
desire that our children have 
the best instruction possible," 
he said. 

The state school-head report- 
ed an estimated 12,579 teachers 
will hold teaching permits based 
on four-year degrees, 2,388 with 
master’s degrees, and 89 with 
doctor's degrees or the equivi- 
lant m college training. Only 
2,704 teachers will have less 
than a college degree. 

The percentage of white 
teachers with college qualifi- 
cations is 86.96 and negro teach- 
ers 77.83. However, negro 
teachers are increasing their 
training in greater percentages 
than the white teachers. 

Here's the breakdown 
training according to race: 

White teachers—doctor's de- 
grees, 84,..62 percent; master's, 
2,169, 16.05 percent; bachelor's, 
9,496, 70.29 percent; “less than 
college degrees, 1,762, 13.04 per 
cent.

and temporary employees, and 
to fill future vacancies that will 
occur through turnover. 

* Among the types of clerk 
positions to be filled from this 
examination are: Appointment, 
Correspondence, docket, ac- 
counting, time, leave, pay:roll, 
statistical, coding, test rating, 
property and supply, mail, file, 
information, proofreading, edi- 
torial, indexing, purchasing, 
traffic, transportation rate, etc. 

No previous training or ex- 
perience in clerical work is re- 
quired. To qualify, applicants 
will be required to pass a writ-| 
ten test which will consist of 
questions designed to test their 
apitude for learning and ad- 
justing to the duties of the posi- 
tions. A higher standard will 
be required for eligibility for 
grade CAF-3 than for grade 
CAF-2.

The age limits, 18 
to 62 years, are waived for per- 
sons entitled to. veteran pref- 
erence and, under certain con- 
ditions, for war service employ- 
ees.

Turkey Raising 
Increase 
On Florida Farms 


An expected Florida pro- 
duction of 1,775,000 pounds of 
turkey by the end of this year 
is a lot of turkey but still in- 
adequate to meet consumer de- 
mand in the State, the research 
and industrial division of the 
Florida State Chamber of Com- 
merce stated yesterday in its 
weekly review. 

"Florida's turkey raisers start- 
ed this year with breeding 
stock of 22,000 birds, less ‚by 
2,000 than on the first of 1948. 
However, the growing season 
has been favorable and produc- 
tion should exceed that of 1948. 
|, Last year 107,000 birds with 

live weight totaling 1,670,000 
pounds were raised in the state, 
far below the volume needed 
to fill Florida's 725,000 family 
pots during the holidays. 

“For the past two years Flori- 
da turkey raisers have received 
the highest prices paid to tur- 
key raisers in any 
in 1947 and 57.4 cents in 1948. 
These good prices grossed rais- 
ers $896,000 in 1947 and $977, 
000 last year."

Gainesville, Fla.—Dr. A. L. 
Shealy, head of the animal 
dustry department at the Upi- 
versity of Florida and a lead- 
ing figure in the state's live- 
stock field, is rétiring August 
131. After 30 years on the Uni- 

versity faculty, he plans to en- 
ter private veterinary practice 
in Gainesville. 

He has been named profes- 


faculty. 
Since 1935 he has directed 


teaching, research and exten-|. 


sion work in animal industry, 
including divisions of animals 
parasites and diseases, dairy 
husbandry, nutrition, poultry 
husbandry, animal husbandry 
and dairy products. 

He came to the University of 
Florida in September 1919 as 
professo? of veterinary science. 
In 1925 he was made veterinar- 
ian with the Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station and in 1928 
became head of the Station's 
animal husbandry department. 

Dr. Shealy has written, either 
alone or in conjunction with 
others on his staff, a number 
of popular and useful bulletins 
of interest to Florida animal 
raisers. The Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service recently pub- 
lished two cartoon circulars pre-
